The prinicipal provisions of the 
measure are the following. 

‘Authorizing the minister to 
divide the province into hospital 
districts convenieat for the or- 
ganization of hospital boards. | 
Such districts to be: established 
upon petition from a contributing 
council, from twenty-five rate 
payers in the other included areas 
or municipalities. 

This clause carries a provision 
that any, or o any portion of a 
large local improvement district 
by order of the minister of. by 
petition of twenty-five ratepayers. 

The number of members to be 
elected on the hospital boards is 
to be fixed by the minister, and 
upon organization, the hospital 
boards shall prepare a scheme}. 
covering the following points: 

Situation of proposed hospital 
and purchase of site. 

Purchase, renting or erection of 
suitable buildings, furnishing and 
equipping same, or purchase or 
renting of any existing hospital. 

Entering into agreement with 
some other board. or with the 
management of some other hos- 
pital for providing suitable hos- 
pital facilities. 

Engagement of medical pract- 
itioners and registered nurses, 
amounts of fees, ‘if any be 
charged, amount of capital ex- 
penditure upon the proposed hos- 
pital, borrowing by issue of de- 
bentures or otherwise,. repay- 
ment of capital expenditure, and 
thé “proportions and manner in 
which it is proposed that any ex- 
penditure, whether capital or 
maintenance, should be borne by 
the included areas,” also the mak- 
ing of annual estimates. 

In the sections governing the 
raising of funds by’ the board 
there is a proviso “that the total 
amount of capital and mainten- 
ance expenditure apportioned to 
any area” by the board “shall not 
be ‘such as. to require the levy 
of a higher rate than 3 mills on 
each dollar of the assessed value|a poll will be taken to obtain the 
of the rateable property therein,|votors satisfaction or rejection of

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CO-OPERATIVE HAIL 
“INSURANCE BOARD 


A bill dealitig with the organ- 
ization of a cooperative hail in- 
surance board was introduced in 
the provincial legislature last 
week. $ 

The bill. follows closely the re- 
commendations made at the an- 
nual convention of Alberta muni- 
cipalities and of the United Far- 
mers of Alberta. It gives permis- 
sion for the organization of this 
association and provides for a 
bail board consisting of seven 
members elected by the munici- 
palities. 

The bill provides for the tak- 
ing in of the crop area, at-a basis 
rate, at a stated sum. No farmer 
need go in unless he desires, but 
the burden of removing from the 
co-operative scheme rests upon 
him. If he does not give notice of 
drawing out, he will be a part of 
the scheme, 

The hail board will place a flat 
rate upon all crop areas. The in- 
surance will be at $6.00 per acre. 
The premium will be based at 8 
per cent but will not~be adjust- 
ed until the close of hte season, 
when the losses for the season 
are taken into account as well as 
the amount of the business trans- 
acted. 

The plan is to get a reserve of 
about 20 per cent, affer which it 
is hoped that the rate of insur- 
ance will be less than for the 
first few years of the operation 
of the act. 

‘fhe scheme is almost entirely 
co-operative, and the government 
has practically no part in’ the or- 
ganization! The legislature itis 
merely providing: machinery for 
the working out of’ the scheme.

If the income war tax law, 
about to be applied, did nothing 
more than cause a national stock. 
taking, it would serve a most use- 
ful purpose. 

The taking of an inventory of 
one’s resources invariably induc- 
es a desire to save when tran- 
lated, as it very frequently is, 
into a determination to save, 
means getting on with the war, 
as well as happiness all around. 
This Process ; first an inventory 
of one’s resources, then a desire 
to save, applied to every unmar- 
ried person, or widow and widow. 
er without dependent children, 
receiving an income of $1,500 and 
over, and to all other pecsons re- 
cening an teome of $7.9 and 
over, WE unquestionably res it 
ma large jteportion of cases, in 

Cetermination to save. \nd thas 
means more general prosperity 
and renewed national strength. 

But a national stock-taking is 
only incidental, of course, to the 
chief purpose of the income war 
tax, which is to provide revenue 
for the prosecution of the war 
Incas equitable a manner as pos- 
sible. Phe tax is to be graduated, 
according: to one’s ability to pay. 
Those who are in receipt of only 
a living wage or salary will not 
be called upon to pay: those en- 
moving the highest incomes will 
be called upon to pay the great- 
est amounts, and the great body 
of income receivers between, will 
he called upon to pay in. their 
due proportion. 

Moreover, the purpose of the 
act is to distribute the burden 
equitably among all classes. By 
way of illustration, the farmer will 
be required to add to the value 
of his actual ineome, the value 
of the home-grown products 
which his own family consumes 
This places the farmer on a plane 
with the salaried man the value 
of whose services is wholly re- 
presented in the income received 
and acainst which he must charge 
all his living expenscs.

. THE MOBILIZATION 
OF FARM LABOR 


The Department of Agriculture 
is localizing the work of the Pro 
vineial Labor Bureau by establ- 
ishing offiees in different parts of 
the Province. Offices are already 
open at Edmonton, — Calpary 
Lethbridge and Medicine Ilat, 
and an office will be opened at 
Red Deer, on April Ist. 


It will be the business of offie- 
lals at these points to secure as 
complete imformation as possible 
as to needs and to distribute 
available labor to meet the necds. 
Farmers should write to the agent 
of the Labor Bureau at the near 
est point stating their wants, the 
special work to be done, and the 
Waves they are prepareed to pay. 
Those desiring work may like- 
wise write telling what work they 
are prepared to do and the wages 
expected. 

\ special function of the local 
bureaus will be the enlistment of 
those not necessarily accustomed 
to farm work, both men and wom 
en, Who are prepared to go out 
for the season. ot for shorter 
periods, especially in haying and 
harvest, during the summer from 
the cities and towns. It is) not 
expected that women or virls 
from towns will be able to do 
work outside but they may be 
able to tree others who gan. The 
chief Hinitation for imereased pro 
duction with which farmers are 
contronted as the scarcity of lab 
or and it is hoped that the estab 
lishing of local intelligence othces 
and clearing houses will result 
in inducing a larger projortion 
of our total population to. vive 
their efforts to the single and 
definite end of producing more 
food from the soil in 1918.
